Origin of Barber Poles. 


An English gentleman of letters has 


recently evolved from the musty pages 
of history some new and exceedingly 
interesting data regarding the origin of 
the gaudy barber pole. Its first begin- 
nings, this gentleman says, were in the 
days of the barber surgeons. In early 
times, the tradition goes, both medicine 
and surgery ivere in tho hands of bar- 
bers, as indeed they continued to be for 
many centuries aftersvard.

When not in use, the pole was hung at 
the door as a sign. In the course of time 
a painted staff was displayed instead of 
the one actually used during the opera 
tions.

AN IMPORTANT I>ECISION. 


The District Attorney of 
Lando 


county brought suit in the Diatric 
Court against the Central Pacific Rail 
load Company to recover the State ta 
of $5,642 92 and the county tax of $17, 
870 levied upon its property in Lande 
county in 1888. The Court held tha 
tho State was entitled to lecover taxe 
levied upon patented lands and als 
upon unpateuted, b'lt surveyed lauds 
but that it was not entitled to recove 
lor taxes Jevied upon unsurveyed lands 
Both the State aud the railroad'com 
prtiiy appealed from the District Cour 
to the Supreme Court of the State and 
that Court affirmed the judgment. Th 
railroad company sued out a writ o 
error, assigning for the error that th 
Supreme Court awarded judgment t 
the plaintiff for taxes assessed upon 
122,384 acres of surveyed unpatented 
lands, upon whioh.the costs of surrey 
ing, selecting r.nd conveying had no 
been paid, and of which the plamtif 
in error had never been in possession 


Another action, in all respecta simi 


lar to the first, except m the amoun 
claimed, was subsequenty begun to re 
cover taxes upon 1he same property fo 
the year 1889 and was carried to a sim 
Uar conclusion. 


The caso sent to the Supreme Cour 


of tho United States and Justice Browi 
delivered the opinion, in which th 
Court said there appears to bo within

Congress, on 
July 10,1SS6, passed an Act to provide 
for the taxation of rsilroad grant lands 
and for other purpose^, the first section 
of which enacted: "That )ands granted 
to any railroad corporation by any Ac! 
of Congress, shall not be exempted 
from taxation by State, Territorial and 
municipal corporations on account oi 
the lien of the United States upon tha 
same, for the costs of surveying, select- 
ing and conveying the same, or because 
no patent has been issued therefor; but 
this provision shall not apply to lauds 
nnsurveyed, provided that any such 
land sold for taxes shall be taken by 
the purchaser, subject to a lien for the 
cost of surveying, selecting and con- 
veying, to be paid in such manner by 
the purchaser as the Secretary of the 
Interior may, by rule, provide." 


The Court holds that it explicitly ap- 


pears that authority was giveu by Con- 
gress to the States to tax these lands, 
but whether, under State laws, the rail- 
road had any taxable interest therein. 
or whether the decision of the State 
Court that it had no such interest in 
unaurveyecl lands, is consistent with 
its opinion that it had such interest in 
surveyed lands, is immaterial so long 
as no Federal right was denied to it. 
It is perfectly obvious that no attempt 
was made to tax the title of the Gov- 
ernment and that the subjection of 
these lands to taxation by tho State 
must have rested upon some theory 
that the railroad had a taxable interest 
in them. What that interest was, does 
not concern tho Court, so long as it ap-

Weighed tbe bullion in 
the Melter's and Refiner's vault, and 
found it all correct so far as weight was 
concerned, but m assaying ke ran 
against the bogus Bodie melt, which, 
instead of being 482 fine, as called for 
on its face, was only 19)^ fine, showing 
a deficiency of over $20,000 in that melt 
alone. This added to tbe $55,000 short- 
age figured out in the Melter's and Re- 
finer's books' brought it up to the $75,- 
459 75, officially reported as tbe total 
shortage. 


This shortage occurred during the 


period from 1891 to 1894 inclusive, or 
during Zabriskie'a term as Melter and 
Refiner,-when John T. Jones waa bis 
assistant. Two bogus melts were made 
in 1891 and two in 1892, amounting to 
nearly $34,000 to the Government. The 
records show their numbers and the 
data for computation of weights and 
values, but of two others made in 1894 
the tracing, like that of the bogus Bo- 
die melt, is wiped out by the mutilation 
or abstraction of four leaves of the 
consolidation melts book. 


The erasures and alterations in the 


entries of tbe Melter and Refiner's 
books covering up the false welts are 
all in the handwriting o* the defend- 
ant, Jones. The records and accounts 
of tho piosent Melter and Refiner, 
Harris, are all right with the exception 
of tiot accounting foi tho little gold 
bar No. 166, worth $725, which got lost 
somehow in handling the bullion and 
is still missing. All the figuring and 
computation connected with the short- 
age has been my own or under my sole 
direction and supervision, and 
not 


governed by the Melter and Refiner or 
anybody else, although I have asked 
and received all required assistance 
from that or any other department of 
the mint.

ness testified principally relative to the 
accounts and figuring between 
the 


Melting and Refimug department and 
the Superintendent, the regular al- 
lowance of loss in melting and refin- 
ing, what belongs to the Government, 
settlement melts, annual settlements 
and other points in connection with 
mint and bullion matters.

ran to Biggs and found him lying un- 
der the cars, one set of trucks having 
passed upwards along bis right leg and 
across his thigh, crushing the limb and 
lower part of his abdomen into a pulp. 
His left leg was also broken arid right 
side and arm 1 icorated frightfully. He 
never moved and was probably killed 
instantly. When ready hands attempt- 
ed to remove him it was discovered 
that one of bis feet was fastened in a 
frog, from which it was removed with 
difficulty, and it was the opinion that 
this was the cause of tbe accident. 
It 


is thought that after coupling the cars! 
he started out from between them and 
found his foot fast, hence the yell, as 
he at once realized the peril of his situ- 
ation, 
Tho poor maimed and crushed 


body was tenderly raised up and car- 
ried into the waiting room, and his 
brother Thomas, also in the employ of 
the company, soon arrived, and he was 
nearly frantic with grief. Mrs. Biggs 
soon heard of the accident, but kiud 
friends restrained her from going to 
the depot to witness the awful sight. 


Tbe remains were taken to Sanders' 


undertaking parlors, where an inquest 
will be held to-day, 


William Biggs was about 31 years of 


age and bad lived in Reno from bis 
early boyhood. He had been in the 
employ of the Central Pacific Co. for 
many years, working as brakomau, con- 
ductor, and for the last two years as 
Yard Master of the Keno yard. He was 
of a happy and jovial disposition and 
always had a kind greeting for every 
one and was consequently very popu- 
lar. Nearly everybody knew him, even 
the children about town, for whom he 
always had a pleasant word. He was a 
dutiful son, being the main support of 
his aged mother, who is almost pros- 
trated with her awful grief. Besides 
his mother, he leaves four sisters, Mrs. 
Wright, Mrs. Lewis, Mrs. Cronin and 
Miss Esther Biggs, and one brother, 
Thomas Biggs, to mourn his untimely 
aad terrible death. 


Poor Prod will be greatly missed by 


bis associates and friends, and particu- 
larly by his employers and those that 
had occasion to do business with the 
company in which his services were re- 
quired. 
Ho was always prompt, ac- 


commodating and ever ready to dive 
information or advice to shippers. The 
accident cast a gloom over the whole 
town last evening and was tbe principal 
topic of conversation. Deceased waa a 
member of Donner Parlor, Native Sons 
of the Golden West, also a member of 
tho Order of Bailway trainmen.
